In the paper mailed 16 March 2006, the Examiner identified multiple patentably distinct

Hence, applicants were instructed to select one of the following for examination on the 
merits: a nutrient, a cellular mediator, a growth factor, a compound which induces cellular 
differentiation, a bioactive polymer, a gene vector or a pharmaceutical. 

Applicants elect growth factor. 

Because Claims 4 and 36 are generic to the identified species, should the elected species 
be found patentable, the Examiner then will be obligated to search additional species or the 
generic claim. On determining patentability of the generic claim, all of the species noted above 
will be considered patentable, and it will be possible to add additional claims to supported 
species. 

As claims 1, 3 and 24 are generic to claims 4 and 36, and are generic to the elected 
species, all pending claims are readable on the elected species.
